Crow- 
ley said, he did not know how valu- 
able his information was to the 
negotiators. 


COME FROM FRIEND 


The information, he said, came 


through a personal friend, who 
pledged him to secrecy regarding) 
its source. 
"The name of the man given me 


was supposed to hax'e done the 
kidnaping or to have collected the 
ransom money," said Superinten- 
dent Crowley." "I forwarded this 
information 
to Colonel Schwarz- 


kopf in regular police procedure. 
It was information which could not 
be bandied by local investigators.
